Fish-Eating Plants, 


Prof, Baird, of the National M.isoum, has 
received from England o spocimen of an 
aquatic fish-eating plant, koown as tho 
great bladderwort, which has been discover- 
ed to be peculiarly destructive to young 
fish, The plant is large, has no roots, but 
floats freo in tho water, and its loaves boar 
small bladders which entrap the fish fry, 
Twelve or fifteen specios of the plant are 
found within the limits of the United 
States, and it abounds in the Fish Com- 
mission carp ponds in Washington, whore it 
hus been introduced at considerable labor 
and expense, having been heretofore regard:

A MODERN MAZEPPA. 


The Terrible Rido of a Young Lothario

Origin of Some Curious Sayings. 


“Not worth a rap,” The want of emall 
money in Ireland had grown to sucha height 
in 1721 2 that counterfeit coins called raps 
were in common use, made of such bad 
motal that what parsed for a halfpenny,was 
not worth a farthing. Hence the cant 
phrase, ‘* Not worth a rap." Tho, namo 
in all probability, is derived trom rapp'n, a 
small Swits coin, value about half a tarth- 
ing. 

‘Walk your chalke,”” A very simple 
explanation of this expression may be given 
English ale-house frequenters, when thoy 
have been drinking long enough to make a 
boast of being sober, and to disputo a point 
with each other, will chalk a long line «n 
the ground and then endeavor one after the 
other to walk upon it without swerving to 
right or left.

Lord Henry de Cobham, and other discreet 
men of the country, who adjudged them to 
undergo the fire ordeal, or examination of 
the hot iron. .By this foolish test one of 
them’ was exculpated and the other con- 
demned, The two chief species of trial by 
ordeal were those of tire and water. Both 
these modes might be performed by deputy; 
but the principal was to answer for the suc- 
cess of the trial, the deputy only venturing 
some corporeal pain for hiro, or, perhaps, 
for friendship, ‘‘This” says Blacketone, 
‘ig still expressed in that odmmon form of 
speech of going through fire and water to 
serve another.”’ Hale tells us ‘In the time 
of King John, the purgation per ignem et 
aquam, or the trial by ordeal continued ; 
but it ended with this king.” 

“By Hook or by Urook.” The destruc- 
tion by the fire of London in 1666, during 
which some 13,800 houses, etc., were burnt 
down, in very many cases obliterated all the 
boundary marks requisite to determine the

The survey- 
ors spp inted were named Mr, Hook and Mr, 
Crook. Hence arose the saying above 
quoted. 

**He’s a brick,” Plutarch, in his life of Ag- 
esilaus, King of Sparta, gives us the origin of 
the quaint and familiar saying. On acertain 
occasion an ambassador from Epirus, on a 
diplomatic mission, was shown by the King 
over his capital, The ambassador knew of 
the monarch’s fame—knew that though only 
nominally King of Sparta, he was ruler of 
Greece—and he looked to see massive walls 
rearing aloft their embattled towers for the 
defense of the town ; bat found nothing of 
the kind. He marvelled much at this, and 
spoke of it to the king. 

‘* Sire,” he said, “I have visited most of 
the principal towns, and I find no walls 
reared for defense, Why is this?” 

“Indeed, Sir Ambassador, replied ro 
ilaus, ‘‘thou canst not have looked caretally, 
Come with me to-morrow morning and I 
will show you the walls of Sparta,”

hosts. he eaid ; 

“There thou beholdest the walls of 
Sparta—10 000 men, and every man a

Nature has certain fixed and immutable d'Anjou pear tree, the spherical head of 


laws that regulate and control all her opera- 
tiops, aa well as the growth and develop- 
ment of the tiniest seed into the living 
plant, and this to its full maturity and the 
production again of its seed, as of the crea- 
tion and movements of the planetary 
system, Would the farmer achieve the 
greatest success, he must work in unison 
with, not antagonistic to theee laws, The 
study and investigation of these laws as 
they relate to agriculture, and the applica- 
tion of the knowledge so obtained to its 
practical operations, is science, and that is 
all there is of scientific farming. We can 
see anything in this that should frighten or 
antagonize the ‘srner; but, on the con- 
trary, it is the gicatest incentive for him to 
become a student of the science of agri- 


culture, and of all science that in any way 
relates t it. 

For the sake of convenience, we talk 
about the science of chemistry, botany, 
etc. ; but these are only names of different 
branches of ecience, and these are each and 


all useful to the firmer in many ways, in 


which they enable him to better know 
Nature’s laws, For instance, chemistry 
seeks to know the cause of things by tear- 
ing down or pulling apart ; if a field fails to 
produce a tatisfactory crop of wheat, 
chemistry would take the soil and pull it 
apart by analysis, to ascertain what it con- 
tains ; it takes the wheat plant, and pulling 
leaf, stem and grain apart, it ascertains of 
what each is composed. In other words, it 
asks the wheat what it needs and must 
have in order to produce the best crops. 
It asks the soil what it has in its store- 
house and within the reach of the growing 
plant, which it will contribute to its use, 
and by comparing their answers, it is en- 
abled to tell the farmers what the wheat 
plant muet have, what the soil will contri- 
bute, and what he must supply, ia order to 
grow crops that shall be remanerative, 
We follow these instructions and carefully 
watch results, and when the results cor- 
roborate the teachings of chemistry, we call 

an agricultural fact, and carefully record 
it, and records of all these facts form our 
text books, and are the admitted laws of 
science. Through onr imperfect knowledge 
and methods, we sometimes mistake these 
teachings, and guess at the results, and call 
a fact established, and in our haste pro 
claim it as scientific principle, when it is 
only guess-work, thus bringing ridicule and 
dispute upon science, when the error is 
chargeable only to our ignorance, as, for 
instance, the theory once universally taught 
that the earth was the stationary centre of 
the universe, Increasing knowl:dge show- 
ed this not to be true, neither was it 
scientific, but only a blunder of ignorance, 
Science is knowledge ; the correct interpre- 
tation of Nature’s laws ; and, of course, it 
is always true, reasnable, fixed, immutable, 
It is only our ignorance that causes us to mis- 
take its teachings, or which prevent us from 
correctly translating 1ts language, 

The same power, based on the same 
scientific principle, was hidden in the union 
of heat and water, since the foundation of 
the universe ; but man went on in ignorance 
unassisted by this mighty power, until 
Watt complied with the scientific law 
which enabled him to apply and control 
this power in the construction of the steam 
engine, The same laws govern the develop- 
ment and improvement of plants and 
animals, have always existed, and yet it is 
only very recently that man has understood 
and taken advantage of them, and we al- 
ready see wondertul results, Surely any | 
one so dependent on Nature’s laws for his | 
complete success as the farmer, canon 
afford to be ignorant of them, and the mor: 
perfectly he understands and complies with 
them, the greater will be his success. 

We may call it gumption, shrewdness 
luck, or by any other name, the sucoess of 
the successful farmer is attained by a tom- 
pliance with the scientifio principles of 
agriculture, and by this means only, and 
the better these are understood, and the 
more closely they are followed, the groater 
will be his success, Then we say, that if 
these can be more quickly and perfectly 
learned from the text books than trom long 
and costly exporience, by all means study 
the books, Science and farming go well to- 
gether, and we cannot well have too much 
of true science in our farming, 


Growing the Egg-Plant. 


The ogg-plaut is among tne most desirable 
of our garden products, and should be found 
in eyery garden, The firat week in Juno is 
the safest time to set out the pines from 
tho hot-bed, and even they should be pro- 
tected at night by covering with old nows- 
papers, with clods on tho cornors ; for it 
must be remembered that it is a vory sensi- 
tive plant, and the least frost or even ohill- 
ing nights will check its growth, from which 
it will take two or three weeks to recover, 


The plant requires @ very rich woil; it 
should be fiemly and rather deeply sot iu 
the ground and should be mulohed with 
well-rotted manure, A row of these plants 
should receive as much, or really more ot 


tention than a row of colery, Thoy sbould 
be watered daily with strong manure water 
for two or three weeks, and in very dry 
times the earth should be sarefally drawn 


which measur:s from twelve to thirteen 
feet in diameter and occupies say 1,000 
cubic feet of spice, to a 6 
pearr. If all were left

The Increase of Population. 


“Is the increase of population to be 
dreaded ?” is a question that, in one form 
or another, has engaged the attention of 
many, All discussion of the subject has 
been based on the assumption that the 
world’s capacity for the productioa of hu- 
man food is limited by the possibilities of 
agriculture, For writers on political econom 
have taken no account of fish-as food, or, if 
they have considered fish at all, it has been 
upoa the assumption that the supply of fish 
food is relatively insigaifican:, and must 
always remain so. Bat within a score of 
years the progress made in the artificial pro- 
pagaticn of fish has revealed possibilities of 
food supply that are practically illimitable, 
Vast areas of fresh water, hitherto unpro- 
tive, can by means of fish culture be made 
to yield sn abundance of the very best of 
human food, And inland fisheries, pro- 
secoted for ages, can by pisciculture be 
made a hundredfold more productive. Then, 
when the inland wators shall have been 
taxed to their utmost in the production of 
fish, there remains the ocean, boundless, 
illimitable, inexhaustible, Tne artificial 
propagation of fish is not confined to fresh 
water. It has been proved that the waters 
of the sea can be artificially restocked with 
fish as well as the waters of iolind lakes 
and streams, For several years past a 
steamer in the service of the United States 
Government has been engaged in the 
artificial propagation of salt water fish and 
in their distribution in the depths of the 
seas frequented by the fishing vessels of 
New England, The most gratifying resulta 
have followed the work, and the successful 

rogagation of deep sea fish is no longer to 

regarded as a mattir of doubt or experi- 
ment, Recent writers upon fish culture 
have shown ,that an acre of water can be 
more produczive of food than an acre of 
land, Now when we farther consider that 
more than three-quarters of our globe is 
covered by water, it becomes evident, that 
in ignoring the possibilities of the fish 
supply, the philosophers who have feared 
ultimate famine for humanity have left out 
of their reckoning an element whose im- 
portance can hardly be overestimated. We 
venture to say that considering the possi- 
bilities of fish proluction, in addition to 
the resources of agriculture, no one need 
fear that the coming generations will be in 
any immediate danger of starvation,

Joseph Jewett’s land,” ete, This instru- 
ment goes to say that "The said p-operty is 
given in trust, reserving. however, the 
right to ocoupy and improve, make repairs, 
pay taxes, insurance policies, eto, in fuct, 
retain it under my control as agent, and 
moking all proper reservations for myself 
and others during my natural life, the two 
southwest chambers and cne of the store- 
rooms below to be kept for historicrl rooms 
for relics of various kinds, and not to bo let, 
such as belonged to Susan W. Hastings and 
others ; that nothing isto be sold, neither 
real nor personal propery forever, but kept 
in trust for a memorial by thoso who have 
full faith in the blessed Lord Jesus, and to 
continue by His approbation forever to 
ocoupy according to His will.” This instra- 
mont was duly ‘signed, soalod and deliver- 
ed” in the presence of three witnesses, ao- 
knowledged before a Justice of the Peace in 
in Ashburnbam, and accompanied by the 
legal fees for its recording.

Phe reeent successes of the 
French arms in Annam and Tonquin, 
which have resulted in the acquisition 
of a large extent of territory from the 
Chinese authorities, seem destined to 
be the means of opening up a large 
portion of China to trade and com- 
merce.

MOLTKE THE SILENT. 


Moltke the Silent—der Schweiger—as he 
is called, is generally considered the great- 
est, and is certainly the most Steeda of 
living soldiers, His achievements at Kon- 
iggratz, Sedan, and Paris have never been 
surpassed, and compel the admiration of all 
competent military critics. Silent, quiet, 
cold, the very incarnation of concentrated 
thought, just as you sec him walking in the 
streets or moving in a drawing-room, when 
everybody stands respectfully aside to let 
him pass—so he s' on the battle field, 
his cold clear eye passing slowly from one 
point to the other, and his cold clear mind 
weighing the chances of victory and defeat 
with the intensity and serenity of a mathe- 
matician pondering over the solution of 
some grave problem, No one, it is said, 
has ever seen Count Moltke excited, not 
even at Sedan, where the greatest victory 
of modern times decided the fortunes of the 
two most powerful empires of the Continent. 
His calmness seems mysterious, almost aw- 
ful, and there is something strangely sad 
about that silent, lonely old man. is wife 
«lied some years ago ; he never had a child ; 
his nearest relations, with the exception of 
a nephew and a niece, seem to be kept ata 
distance by him. Who are his companions 
and his friends? To om does he ever 
talk in q friendly, familiar way? Nobody 
has ever been able to tell me, though I have 
often inguired. An old man of eighty-four, 
he still appears without fail wherever duty 
calls him. He is to be seen at almost ail 
the Emperor's receptions, the most striking 
personage near the throne. But how does 
the old Field Marshal pass his tine when 
free from duty, when tired of work? 
body pretends to know. Ki 
penetrates into his intimacy, or else those 
who prpronch him intimately do not speak 
about about it, When the weather is fine 
you may see a very tall, thin man, with 
re light yellowish hair apd a sallow, 
rdless, wrinkled face, out of which shine 
a pair of stony gray eyes, wrapped in a long, 
dark military coat, a cap on his small head; 
faultlessly dressed in a general’s uniform— 
a gentleman barn in every inch of his 
tocratic, slender figure, his body still erect, 
but his head as in deep thought slightly 
bent forward—such aman, I say, you may 
see coming out of the great red building 
which stands on the Koenigs-Plaiz, at the 
corner of **Moltke" and ‘Hismarck” streets, 
and which beara the name of ‘General 
Stab.” The solitary old man, unattended 
hy a servant, walks slowly, noiselessly,

THE TRUE BOOK OF MORMON, 


Lattor Day Saints Rovising Thotr Biblos 


in Missouri, 
Soveral prominent membors of the Reor- 


ganized Onurch of Josvs Christ of Latter 


Day Saints are now in Richmond, Mo,, on 
a curious ecrand, David Whitmer, the 


only living witnoss of the alloged miracle 


by which the Book cf Mormon was given ti 

tho world, is a resident of this town, He i 

a very old man, but he retains his vigor in 

a marvellous degree, and his momory ia still 

ood. He has a fine old homo here, where 
© has lived for many years, respected by all, 

No man in tho State stands higher in the 

estimation of hie neighbors, He is ominont- 

ly pious, aud lives his roligion, Mr, Whit- 
mer’s possession of the piamial manusoript 
of the Book of Mormon has long been known 
o members of the Church, but he has stead- 
ily refused to part with it, though often so- 
licited to doro, The polygamous Mormons 
have made several efforts to gain postossion 
of the coveted papers, but Whitmer has de- 
clined to listen so any proposition they 
might make, The gen lemen now here are 

rominent cflicials of the organization in 

Kfivsouri, Tows, Ohio, and New York. 

Many errors have crept into the numerous 

editions of the book during the last twenty 

years, and it was thought desirable to com- 
pare the preaent version with the original 
text before the death of Mr. Whitmer, who 
holds most tenaciously to the manuscript, 

This examination is still in progress, Several 

verbal errors have been discovered, and ina 

few instances entire sentences have been 
found to have been perverted, The original 
contains no authorization of polygamy, as 
the version in uso in Utah does, and these 

entlemen denounce the Mormons of that 

‘erritory in the severest terms, 

Mr, Whitmer’s faith in what he claims to 
have seen is remarkable, He recited his ex- 
perience at the time of the revelation to his 
visitors as follows : ‘In 1828 when I lived 
in Ontario county, N. Y., there was great 
excitement over the discovery by Joseph 
Smith, a tarmer in our neighborhood, of a 

t treasure, Nothing was known of it 
ina definite way by my family until the 
next year, in June, when Smith visited my 
father’s house, While there he was busil 
engaged in the translation of the,book whio 
I learned he had found, in the form of gold 
plates, on the hill Cumorah,about two miles 
trom Palmyra. I saw the plates frequeatly 
in Smith's hands, but as the characters in- 
scribed upon them were something like 
Egyptian hieroglyphics, I could make no- 
thing out of them, Smith, however, had no 
difficulty in decipheriog them, and as he 
dictated Oliver Cowdrey wrote, I asked 
Smith once how he came to find the plates, 
and he told me that the place on the hill 
was pointed out to him by an angel in dazz 
ling apparel. They were in a stone casket 
and purported to be the history of the Ne- 
phites, a nation that had passed away. The 
plates, as I saw them, were fastened with 
three rings, About half of them were loose 
and movable, but the others were solid as if 
sealed. Smith said in explanation of this 
that the angel had told him very im- 
pressively that the loose plates alone were 
to be used, and that the sealed porticn was 
not to be tamperod with, 

“T became interested in the matter, as 
Smith wasa manof geod repute, After the 
plates had been translated, six months hav- 
ing been passed in the work, the same 
heavenly visitant appeared to Smith and re- 
claimed the tablets, informing Smith that 
he would replace them with other records of 
the lost tribes that had been brought with 
them from Asia, and that they would be all 
forthcoming when t he world was ready to 
receive them. Jeaw this apparition my- 
self, gazed with awe on the celestial mes- 
Senger und heard him say: ‘Blessed is the 
Lord and he that keeps his commandments,’ 
Then, as he held the plates and turned them 
over with his hands so that we could see 
them plainly, a voice that seeemed to fill all 
space was heard, eaying : ‘What you eee is 
true, Testify to the tame,’ Oliver Cowdrey 
and I, stending there, felt. as the white gar- 
ment of the angel faded from view, that we 
had received a message from God, and we 
have so recorded it, Tao or three days la- 
ter the same angel appeared to MartinHarria 
while he was in company with Smith, and 
places the same injunction upon him. He 

lescribed the sight and his sensations to me 
and they corresponded exactly with what 
I had seen and heard, In his translation of 
the tablets Smith uzed a small oval or kid- 
ney-shaped stone, which teemed endowed 
with the marvellous power of converting the 
characte.s on the plates, when used by 
Smith, into English, He would then dic. 
tate and Cowdrey would write. Frequently 
one character would make two lines of 
manuscript, while others made but a word 
or two. I cap assert emphatically, as did 
Cowdrey, that while Smith was dictating he 
had no manuscript notes, or other means of 
knowledge save the seer ttone and the 
characters as shown on the plates. 

‘As an evidence of our Pater in the diy. 
ine origin of the book, I can say that Martin 

is, one of the witnesses, mort aged his 
farm for $1,500 for the purpose of having it 
printed, and we all contributed time and 
money for the purpose of circulating it, A 
few years sge Orson Pratt and Joeeph F 
Smith, who had been sent from Utah to se- 
cure the original manuscript came here, and 
after a careful examination E der Pratt ss 
sured those present that the writing was in 
the hand of Oliver Cowdrey, He declared 
that the archives at Salt Lake were incom 
plete without it, and he offered me any rea- 
sonable sum for it, but I refused to part with 
it, as I regarded it 98 a sacred trust.” 

Mr. Whitmer'’s beliefs have undergone no 
change. He has refused to affiliate with 
any of the various branches of the Church 
that have sprang up through false teachings, 
and he restshis hopes of the future ‘‘on the 
teachings of Christ, the apostles, and the 
prophets, and the morals and principles in 
culcated in the Soriptures,” He also de- 
clares that the Book of Mormon is but the 
testimony of another nation concerning the 
truth and divinity of Christ and the Bible, 
and that that in his rock, his gospel, and his 
salvation. Having been misrepresented by 
the various branches of the Church, he re- 
oently had the following proclamation priot- 
ed, and, avng many copies in his possess- 
ion, he gives them to all of his callers :

How Industrious Italian Women Are. 


How little we know of people unless we 
live with them. Oaridea of Italian women, 
for instance, is that they spend their time 
like Turkish sultanas, sleeping and loung- 
ing listlessly in soft couches, their only oc- 
cupstion being love making or perchance 
learning how tosing a song, Never was 


therea greater mistake. Italian women, 
even in towns and in good circumstances, 
work harder than any other women I know. 


Not a stitch is done in the house that they 
do not do, They spin and make their own 


linen, rear their own silk worms, knit their 
own stockings and the stockings for the 
whole family, make their own dresses, hats, 
bonnets, cloaks, and superintend sll the 
baking, cooking, and clesning of the house, 
if they do not possibly do it themrelves. 
They rarely go out except on Sundays, aud 
holidays, and rarely receive visitors unless 
in the highest society, where;one day a 
weck is set sside for receiving. They are 

erfect slaves to their husbands, whose com 
Forks they study from morning until night. 
Ihave heard much of Italian illicit love- 
making, but I have never seen it. It may 
exiat, perhaps among the aristocracy, but 
in the middle and lower classes it is more 
imagination than reality. Bonny brides, 
even in high society, still maintain the cus- 
tom of making their own wedding outfits. 
A young friend of mine, who has just mar~ 
ried, has brought her husband four dozen of 
every article of body and house linen, sll 
made and embroidered with her own bande, 
even the Jace which trims the house linen 
being her own work, All the stockings, al- 
80, were knitted by herself. Nor is this the 
exception; it is the rule, in Italy. Who, 
after this, shall say that the Italian women 
are idlers? No one, certainly, who bas 
known and seen them as I have will ever 
say 80; on the contrary, I would hold them 
up as models for all other women to imi- 
tate. Why, even in Rome, once th» al 
of the world, the women spend their time 
between their house and their church, vary- 
ing these with an occasional walk on Sun- 
days and great holidays, while everything 
in the house is done by themselves, servants 
Being too expensive for most incomes nowa- 

ays.

The Panama Canal, 


In spite of the obstacles due to the un- 
healthiness of the district, sparaoness of 
population, and the mechanical diffisulties 
of construction progress is being made, ‘The 
line of the canal is divided into 23 sections, 
superintended by four engineers in chief. 
The preliminary work of organizing is now 
Practically completed, and actual work on 
the canal begins to make a show. Toe am- 
ount of excavation completed up to March 
Jast is about six million cubic metres, and it 
is anticipated that three times as much work 
will be completed, Six dredges of the Siav- 
en type .are being constructed in Pailadel 
Phia at a cos: of £25,000 each. Tnev are cap- 
able of dredging alluvium and soft coral rock 
Schist and grit can be dredged after blast- 
ing. Two dredges ara expected to arrive 
from New York, one dredge was buraed in 
January but has been replaced by another, 
one commenced work in May, The sumex- 
pended during the past 34 years amounted 
to between £6,000,000 and £7,000,000, The 
effect of the canal operations has been to 
double the traffic in both passengers and 
goods on the Panama Railway, Panama 
itself is increasing in population, aud build- 
ing is very active, whilst at Colon, the other 
extremity of the line, the place is hardly to 
be recognized ; from a small hamlet in 1880, 
it has become thriving town with a brisk 
trade and streets swarming with people, 
Houses, ctores and other edilices, have been 
constructed all over the island of Manzan- 
illa, and the swamps and marshes are being 
reclaimed, In the harbor as many as sixty 
ships may be seen at times lying at anchor 
waiting for their turn to be discharged, the 
accommodation in quays and wharves being 
quite insufficient for the rapidly grown traffic, 
Upwards of 82 000 tons of machinery and 
stores were discharged last year for the Can- 
al Company at Colon. There is thua a con- 
siderabie activity, and the construction of 
the canal is indirectly benefitting the coun- 
try generally, developing and bringing it 
within the boundaries ‘of civilization and 
commercial enterprise,

A Powhatan (Ohio) woman gave a warm 
reception to railroad surveyors whofattempt- 
ed to lay out a lino through her yard contrary 
to her wishes. The first surveyor escaped 
with his hat riddled with shot from her re- 
volver, while the second man was driven 
into a mud pond at tho point of the pistol, 
leaving all his tools, which she captured 
and still holds possession of, 


The collections of the British Museum in- 
crease so fast that it has been found necos- 
sary to remove whole departments. Thus 
the entire natural history collection has 
been transferred to the South Kensington 
Muieum, and soon the prints, drawinga, 
and newspapers will be placed in a new 
building. Last year 36,000 volumes were 
added to the new library, Tho number of 
visitors was 100.000 more than in 1882, but 
the number of students is on the increase, 


The descendants of Rebecca Nourse, who 
was hanged as a witch at Salem, Mass,, on 
July 19, 1692, held an anniversary reunion 
at Danvers, a few days ago, at which about 
200 of her avcenen tire were present, 
Benjamin F, Nourse of Boston, presided, 
and arrangements were made for the erec- 
tion of a monument to be dedicated a year 
hence. An interesting feature of the occa- 
sion was a letter from the poet Whittier 
expressing the opinion that, in the execu- 
tion of Rebecca Nourse, the people of 
Salem hanged the best Christian woman 
among them. 


Women have some pretty substantial 
rights in China. This appears by the re- 
cent decision of a court in Foochow, A 
man being convinced that his wite was un- 
faithful to him prepared to kill her—a rem- 
edy which the law sanctions, His un- 
worthy spouse, however, was too quick for 
him, and, instead of allowing her husband 
to kill her, she killed him. This also was 
recognized by the court as ono of the rights 
which belong to condemned wives, when 
they can exercise them; and, on the con- 
clusion of the trial the woman was dismisa- 
ed with a repremand for not having im- 
mediately informed the authorities of her 
husband's death, and thus made arrange- 
ments for his burial, 


The lately published vital statistics for 
Ireland for 1883 give the population at 5,- 
015,328, showing a falling off from 1882 of 
$2,525. The marriage rate, which was 15.3 
per 1,000 in England aod 14 in Scotland, 
was but 8 6 in Ireland, 0,5 below the mean 
rate in the previous decade, The birth was 
2 0 below the mean rate, and was but 23 6, 
while in Eng'and and Scotland it was 33 2 
and 325, ‘The death rate, which was 17.4 
in 1882, rose to 19,2 in 1883, while in Eng- 
land and Scotland it was 1965 and 21, te 
should be remembered that owing to emi- 

ration 42.1 per cent. of the deaths in Ire- 

nd last year were persons of sixty and up- 
ward. Tho proportion in Eogland was 25 
per cent,

“ Oing jours de quarantine a Bardonneche !” 
We protest, Woe insist that we only left 
London on Monday, and slept but one night 
in a clean hotel in Paris ; that we have no 
option but to push on, as‘! Monsieur” has 
an engsgement at —— for Sunday ; that 
we have travelled all night, and have no 
right to be thus detained, The man is in- 
flexible, and declares that if we have only 
“touches a Paris” to Bardonnecchia we 
must go to bo disinfected, for five days. 
At length some carriages are shunted up 
and we are told to enter a firat-class oom- 
partment, The smell of carbolic powder 
greatly distresses our empty stomachs, At 
last we are off, and are at once in darkn«as, 
for we are in the Mount Cenis Tunnel, Ar- 
rived at the other end, whence our train 
has barely emerged, tho doors are opened 
and wo are ordered to dismount. ‘* Where 
are the omnibuses?” I ask, in grim jest. 
Persons in uniform takes possession of us 
all—for there are ‘‘pestiferes” in othor 
carriages—and we are marched in the full 
haze of a mid-day aun on to the mountaia- 
side, retracing for about the space of twenty 
minutes the way we have just passed, 
There are many white tents dotted about 
the plain, These, we are given to under- 
stand, are for the soldiers, by whom we 
are guarded on every hand. At length wo 
come to a standstill, and want to know 
what the next proceedingis to be. With 
shoulder shrugs we are told that thero is 
nothing more to be said. Hore we are, 
enfin, camped out, and must make the best 
of it, No sign of any refreshment, and no 
luggage.

ind you are not allowed to leave these 
boundaries.” Oh, horror! to havo our 
boxes unpacked by these men; our pretty 
toilettes aubjected to any process of fami- 
gation they may choosa to spply ; ribbons 
discolored, Parisian flowers mauled, hats 
and bonnets spoiled. We were all gasping 
for a wash and some refreshment, end both 
seemod as far beyond our reach as did Turin 
itself. Besides which, say what they might, 
the manner of those who promised us the 
eventual transfer of our effects was far from 
reassuring ; and whenI plended for the 
prompt possession of my linen, of which I 
stood in pressing need—naving not a tingle 
garment with me to change forthe dusty, 
travel-stained clothes I wore—I received for 
sole reply, ‘‘Ce no'est quo pour cing jours!" 
Qu’est-ce que cela fait? cing jours!’ I 
really began to think I must be » aybarite, 
and had asked for some extrordinary 
luxury. But here we wero under a burning 
aun, with no kind of shelter; a gloomy- 
looking garret waain view, but men were 
Ae ae us from its approach by a length 
of wire. aviug nothing else to do, tired 
and utterly worn out, suffering from a hor- 
rible headache, and feeling deadly sick 
with the odor of disinfectants that poisoned 
the very air,we breathed, I sat down on the 
parched grass and cried! This undignified 
proceeding secured mo scmo attention, 
Job's comforters flocked round me with the 
reassuring phrase “It’s only for five days.” 
“For God’s sake,” said I entreatingly to 
the mestico, mduct me to some shade for 
my head is splitting!” I rose and followed 
him, accompanied by all our party, Wo 
entered the caserine, and were shown tho 
place whero we might stay and sleep Bare 
stone walls, filthy floor with black patches 
of grimo upon its surface, no table, no chair, 
no bench, no straw, Here weare all to 
herd ourselves to night in a concentrated 
essence of carbolic.

After a fow minutes our host and a fow 
frionds droppedin. He was a regular island.

more curious than sumptuous; the water, 
in whioh a kid had beca boiled with ame 
rice in it, led the way a8 soup, and was 
followed by pickled outtle fish, very hard 
and unpalatable, but a prized luxury in 
these islands, especially during Lent, so 
rouch so that it would pay the enterpriao of 
pickling the many thousands we throw away | 
In disgust to sond out htra, Then came tho 
kid, a deliciously tender little thing, one of 
a litter of six, our host informed us, After 
the kid came the misethra, a standard dish 
in the Grecian Islands, made of curdled 
milk. Ihave tasted exactly the same in 
Cors'ca, under the name of broccio, and I 
always revel in it, There was a Turkish 
dish of rice and sour milk, called pilaff and 
yaourte, and which I had considerable diffi- 
culty in getting rid of; figs and almonds 
brought tho repast to a close. The wine 
was rich and excessively sweet, such as, [

Lomuol Wright's Invontion—Origin of the 
Torm ‘* Pin Monoy,” 

A question involving research and worthy 
the attention of a Philadelphia lawyer, is 
what becomes of the 10,000 000,000 pins 
yearly manufactured in the United States 


and therein consumed, True, a fow of 
these 10,000,000.000 are swallowed by child- 
ren, some are bent up at school and placed 


in vacant and inviting chairs. A fow million 
get into cracks of floors, and tho rest, for 
the most part, are scattored along the high- 
ways and bysways, cropped from woman's 
appasel, and there left to work their way 
into the earth, 

The origin of pine, and whether it isan 
ancient or modern invention, is still a 
matter of doubt, and the solving of the 
problem is equal to thodeciphering of a pars 
dox in Groek, Insignificant in size, they 
have been prized in the boudoir of royalty, 
and used only by nobility ontil American 
ingenuity stepped to the front, with a 
machine,and Lemuol Wright got outa patent 
for his invention, 

1t was not until 1824 that Lenuel Wright, 
the American inventor, introduced his ma- 
chine that, during the revolution of a single 
whoel, mado a p rfect pio. When stiam was 
added the revolution was complete, The 
machine takes the wire at one end and pre- 
sents a perfect pin ss it comes out of the 
other end, performing alternately the 
operation of cutting it, heading it, rough and 
smooth and then drops it into o receptacle 
below. The whitening and sticking, minor 
labors, complete the operation of making 
ready for dolivery to consumers, Pins 
known as blanket pins, about three or four 
inches in length, to the smaliest ribbon pip, 
which takes 300,000 to weigh onv Son: 
tro all turned out by the same machine. 
One manufactcry aloné consumes three and 
a half tcns of brass wire every week, and 
turns out more than ten tons of pina each 
six days. ‘The operation of sticking pins by 
hand and usually per‘ormed by chilaren, 19 
now done by machinery. Pin papers are 
marked by means ot a molded piece of wood, 
the molds corresponding to those portions 
representing small folds,through which pins 
pas, and are held. ‘he paperer is usually 
a girl, who gathors together two ot the folds 
of the paper and places them, with a small 
portion projecting, between the jaws of a 
vice. Herein are grooves channeled to serve 
ag a guide for passing of puns. When filled 
the paper Is released and beld so that the 


light strikes it, when the eye at once detects 


any defective pin and the ready hand re- 
moves it, 

The expense incident to the manufacture 
of a pin, ere machinery came to the rescue, 
made them articles of intrinsic worth. In 
1614 pio mekers offered Sir Ralph Winwood 
£4 000 or a moiety of the profits of the com- 
merce in pins for his influence in their behalf, 
Two years later their charter was confirmed, 
securing them the sole octane of foreign 
pins, forbidding them being landed at any 
port but London In 1635, by tho renewal 
of their privileges by Charles I., pinners 
covenanted to pay his majesty £500 Ber 
year. The monarch disposed of this gift by 
presenting it to his queen, when it received 
the title of pin money. Soon the custom 
was inaugurated of bestowing upcn wives a 
certain small pension for their use in trifles, 
which received the same name, Finally it 
was used as a dowry toa bride. Addison 
condemns the practice of bestowing pin- 
money, and says: “In proportion as a 
yroman is more or less beautiful and her hus: 
band advanced in years, she stands in need 
of s greater or less number of pins, snia 
treaty of marriage rises om falls in her esti- 
mation, What would a foreigner,” he con- 
tinues, ‘think if he were intormed that bis 
bride demanded 500 or 600 pins a yéar?

Arctic Exploration. 


It is but eight years leas than three oen- 
turies since the first Arctic exploration 
reached the region of polar ico end spent a 
dreary winter locked in by the iceburgs and 
shut up.in their huts by wolves, svow 
storms and white bears. ‘'wo lives were 
sacraficed in this expedition, which reached 
a latitude of 80 degrees and 11 minutes, 

Three hundred years Lave passed en the 
latest, the Greely oxpedition, touched 83 
degrees 24 minutes, the highest lartitude 
reached since the Dutch nsvigators speat 
ton months 1n the ioe off tee island of Nova 
Zembla. In all those three centuries only 
three degrees of the journey to the pole have 
been overccme—a distance something less 
than the distance between New York and 
Boston, a little more than between New 
York and Albany, 

This fact alony is a significant commen’ 
upon the value of these expeditions which 
have costa prince’s revenue and as many 
lives as have been lost in some noted battles, 

The Datch were tho great navigatora of 
the sixteenth century, and soon after achiev- 
ing their nation’s independence, began to 
speculate upon a passage to China and India 
by way of the North Pole. Their ideas of 
that region were fanciful indeed, Some 
believed that those seas inclosed a polar 
continent of perpetual summer and unbroken 
daylight, whose wmhabitants had obtained 
perlee'ion ‘n virtuo amd intelligenes. Others 
thought at peopled with monsters having 
nesses’ hoots, dogs’ honda and ears 40 long 
that they coiled them around their bodes in 
lieu of clothing. Other tribos were headless 
with eyos in their breasts, living in inoes- 
sant fogs and tempests during the summer, 
but dying every winter ananlixe planta, re- 
vived to ‘lite by the advent of a brief spring. 
Is was believed that the voyagors would 
have 10 encpunter mountains of ico and yo!- 
canoes of fire, together with monsters on 
land and sea, more ferocious than the eyo of 
mun ever saw, 

But in spite of those terrors, on the 5th of 
June, 1594, the first expedition designed to 
navigate these frozen sons act out from Am- 
sterdam, Their ships and appliances were 
of the rudest description, In place of the 
staunch modern steamboats built for the 
purpose they sailed in small, unwielding 
veasols built like a tower at stern and stom, 
scooped in the middlo and soarocly ablo to 
plow their way through tho water, to say 
nothing of the ico, Inatead of tho delicate 
and ingenious scientific instruments consti- 
tuting an exploring outfit of the present day 
they had a clumsy astronomical ring three 
feot in o'r umferenov on which thoy dopends 
ed for anvertaining tho latitude, They had 
no {co}, no rifles, no compact ammanition,

Getting Ready to Sow Winter Wheat 
1f winter wheat is to be sown after carly 
oats, peas, beans, early potatoes, or corn: 
fodder, the moment the crop i off the 
ground, stick in the plow, or gang, or oulti- 
yator, Do not wait for rain, The weods 
and atubble will pump up more water from 
tho coil than any ordinary rainfall at this 
season will be likely to furnish, If you 
plow, or in anywise work the land, it will 
not only destroy the weeds and check the 
rapid evaporation of water, but should we 
have a shower, the rain will penetrate 
deeper into the worked soil, and render it 
soft and {mellow, We have evreything to 
gain and nothing to lose by promptness in 
plowing immediately after the previous crop 
has been harvested, ; 

In four years out of five, the principal 
difficulty in sowing winter wheat in proper 
season ia to get the soil moiet enough to 
cause the wheat to germinate vigorously 
and evenly. We must recollect that the 
soil, even during a severe drouth, contains 
in the first two or three a great many 
thousand gallons of water per acre, and still 
more at a greater depth. This water is ccn- 
stantly rising towards the eurface, An; 
growing plont pumps it up out of the soil, 
and evaporates it into the atmosphere, The 
amount of water thus evaporated is 
enormous, The bare toil evaporates water 
from the surface as long as thero is any to 
evaporate, but the loss of water from a bare 
soil is nothing in comparison with the lots 
on land upen which plants are growing. 

In the winter wheat section cf Western 
New York we sow our wheat from the lst 
to the 20th of September, It is ready to 
cat from the first week in July to the first 
of August, varying {greatly in this respect 
acocrding to the season, As we go South 
wheat is sown latter in the autumn, and is 
ready to harvest earlier in the summer, 

Where the Hersian fly is troublesome, we 
have to avoid early sowingin theautumn, The 
fly lays its eggs in the ycuog wheat plants in 
autumn, and late sowing is one of the 
remedies, On the other hand, when wheat 
is liable to injury from the Midge, we have 
to avoid late sowing. The Midge flies lay 
their eggs in the ears of wheat when it is in 
blossom, and an early crop of wheat is far 
more liable to injure than a late crop. 

Fortunately neither the Hessian fly nor 
the Midge bas done muoh damage of late 
years, and the tendency amoung our best 
wheat-growers is towards earlier sowing. 
After the first of September it is thought 
desirable to sow as soon as the soil can be 

ot sufficiently moist and mellow, It is 
just here where promptnees, gocd judgment 
and science are all requisite. Kain will 
help us, but it will help us s'ill more if we 
go to work as though no rain were: xpected, 
As we said before, there is water enoughin the 
soil, but it is not near enough to the surface 
to cause the seed to germinate, What we 
have to do is to bury all the weede, stubble, 
and growing plants, and keep the surface 
soil tine by the frequent use of the cultivator, 
harrow, and the roller, We know this is 
easier said than done—but on our strong 
wheat land it is the general experience that 
much of our success will depend on our 
ability to get the wheat well started in tho 
early autumn, 


Methods of Preserving Eggs. 

Ata recent poultry show in Birmingham 
England, prizes were awarded for the best 
dozen of preserved eggs, They were sent 
in two months before the date of the show, 
a short time to test any preserving process 
thoroughly, The eggs were tested by being 
boiled both soft and hard (that is, for a 
minute and a half, and for ten minutes,) 
and then tasted by the judges. Those that 
gained the first prize had been simply 
packed in common salt, They had not lost 
sensibly Ly evaporation, had good consistent 
albumen, and were of the best flavor when 
boiled, Those that received the second 
prize were but slightly inferior to the best ; 
and the process of preserving is thus de- 
scribed : Melt one part of white wax to two 
parts of spermaceti, boil and mix thoroughly; 
or two parts clarified suet to one of wax, 
and two of spermaceti, Take new laid 
eggs, rub with antiseptic salt or fine rice 
starch, Wrap each egg in fine tissue paper, 
putting the broad end downward; screw 
the paper tightly at the top, leaving an inch 
to hold it by. Dip each egg rapidly into 
the fat heated to 100 degrees, Withdraw, 
4nd leave to cool. Pack, broad end down 
ward, in dry, white sand or sawdust, The 
London Agricultural Gazctie adds: The 
eggs so preserved were admirable, and 
probably, had the contest been for a longer 
time, would bave stood first But it is ex- 
ceedingly uteful to know that eggs may be 
preserved admirably for two months with 
no more trouble than putting them in com- 
mon salt, The other plan was superior in 
One respect; on stripping off the waxed 
paper, the shell wasss pure and clean as 
when first laid; in fact the eggs might 
mre sold as being fresh, if not as new- 


About Good Eating.

Indian. Ihave dined at the tablo of the 
rich and of the poor, (comfortable poor, I 
mean,) and I have learned that money ciu- 
not furnish taste, There must be exquisite 
delicacy in the preparation of even the 
coarsest food, for a little old groase, or o 
little too close contiguity to the cooking 
yessel, will ruin a dish of cabbage quite as 
readily as it will a dtamond-back trrapin 
and the housewife who dosen’t know these 
fine points does incalculable damage. She 
destroys tho gastronomical sensibility of her 
immediate family, destroys the pleasure of 
her guest, and, worse than all, bequeaths 
her ignorance to her children to inflict 
generations yet unborn, Thore is a won.

there is economy in it, too, for it doesn’t 
cost any more to prepare a dollar's worth of 
meat and vegetables properly than it does 
improperly, and when the food is good

Tho Exolting Advonturos of a Wolls, 
Fargo and Co. Mossenyor. 

Eugene Blair, the ‘shotgun messcnger” 
in the sorvice of Wells, Fargo & Co,, has 
just died of consumption ia San Francisco, 
He was not yet 40 years cf oA, but be was 
one of the most experienced and daring 
metsengera ever in the employ of the com- 
pany. Blair's life was full of adventure and 
excitement, and it is probable that the 
strain upon him hastened the disease which 
terminated in his death, His duties called 
him rapidly from one point to another, a'l 
the way from California to Nebraska, ‘A 
shotgun messenger” is o trusted employe 
ot the express company, who is sent vo nc 
company a ttage bearmny big treasure boxow 
or heavy remittances of currency. In the 
Territories it is all but impossible for the 
stage officials to prevent public in 
formation as to the approx’mate value ot 
treasure and mail shipments, A large sum 
of money, ora woll-filled treasure box, is 
reasonably. certain to tempt somebody, 
The average driver is tempted whin held 
up to make peace atany price. Blair never 
surrendered, and the result was that rob- 
bers who happened torun across him soon 
left the earth for good, cr went limping 
away toa hospital or prison, He was a 
hair-trigger sort of a fellow. The wor! 
‘Halt!’ or a volley from an ambush had vo 
terrors fcr him, H's gun was discharged 
instantly. He invariably rode outside with 
the driver, and carried a short double 
barrelled shotgun, loaded heavily with 
buckehot, Besides this weapon, which ex 
perionce proved was very fcrmidable, he 
wore in his belt two large revolvers, He 
depended upon his shotgun, however, in 
almost every emergency, If the robbers 
were numerous and he could locate them he 
would give them both barrels at once, 
which was usually about all they wanted, 

Afew ycars ago Wells, Fargo & Co. re- 
ceived notification that a large sum of 
money at Eureka, Ney,, awaited transpor- 
tation to Tybo, where it was wanted to pay 
off miners with. ‘The stage road was lonely, 
and it Lad long beon infested with robbers, 
Appreciating the risk of the undertaking, 
the company ordered Blair to Eureka, and 
sent another messenger, named James 
Brown, to accompany him, At the time 
the trip was to have been made there were 
in Eureka half a dozen ex-convicts who 
had just served out long sentences in the 
p/nitentiary for stage robbery, and thoy 
were particularly bitter against Blair for 
the part he had taken in securing their con- 
viction, They learned of the intended 
shipment, and ali but one of them proceeded 
down the road to the Willows station, in- 
tending to await the arrival of the stage at 
that po:nt, The one who was left behind 
was to learn how many messengers acoom- 
panied the stage and lot his companions 
know. The vehicle started from Eureka 
late in the afternoon, ond arrived at the 
Willows station at about9p, m. The 
robber who had remained behind found that 
Blair had a companion, and, in accordance 
with this agreement, he rode rapidly to a 
mountain about ten miles out and built two 
good-sized fires to warn his asscciates of the 
coming of the two shotguns, When the 
robbers down the road saw the fircs they 
immediately seized the station, binding and 
gagging the two men employed there, 
and then drew themselves up in a liae and 
awaited the arrival of the coach, In about 

an hour it halted in front of the barn door, 
when a yoice from the side of the road sang 
out: 

‘* Eugene Blair, surrender |” 

Tt was pitch dark, and, as no one was 1n 
sight, Blair jamped from the stage with his 
gun in his hand, Just then two shots wore 
fired, and he answered ove of them with 
one barrel of his gun, shooting where he 
had seen the flash, A moment later three 
men were upon him, He found it was im-

Since that time, September, 1855, 
he never saw any of his family, In 1864 
his wife and daughter died in Paris, after 
having travelled nearly all over the world, 
Then he drifted back to England He was 
sent by the Liberel party to Taunton, Eng , 
to run a small newspaper during the general 
election, and he saya: ‘I was the direct 
means of Henry James, Q, C. (now the

ANNIVERSARIES OF AGONY, 


Victims of Snake Poisoning Tortured by 
Its Recurring Symptoms, 

The strange case of the daughter of the 
Hon. A. C. Ramage of Bellaice, O, who 
having been bitten on Aug. 19, 1875, bya 
copper headei snake, and, ber life having 
been saved, has had a retura of the symp- 
tons of the poisoning on the nineteenth of 
August of every year since, has attracted 
de attention in the medical profession, the 
statement being made tnat the case is un- 
toxicological phenomena, 
The case of Miss Ramage, however, recalls 
a smilarone which occurre1 in this county, 
and which finally resulted as it is feared 
the Ohio laly’s will. A young gicl, who 
afterward became the wife of Col, George 
Smith, the Grst representative of Livingston 
county in the Assembly, was bitten in the 
ankle by a rattlesnake in 1803, Her life 
was saved, but on the recurrence, year after 
year, of the day on which she was bitten, her 
ankle and leg would becomeswollen as they 
had when the poison was first injected, and 
she would suffer all the tortures tnat fol'ow- 
ed the passing of the virus into her blood, 
This would lass several hours and then grad- 
ually pass away, to retura with unvaryin; 
regularity the next year, Tae violence o 
the paroxytm: attending these recurring 
symptoms of the snake poisoning increased 
annually, but Mrs, Smith bora up under 
them for thirty-two years, Oa the next re- 
turn, howevere, she was unable to bear 
through the period of the paroxysms, and 
died in greatagony. Ths cise of Miss Ram- 
age is exactly the sama, and it is feared that 
she will not be able to survive the dreaded 
ordeal now approaching.

The Courtship of Napoleon ILI, 
Ther» are soma carious anecdotes about 
Napoleon III, in the ‘Souvenirs of Com 
piegno” recently published by ‘‘Sylvanecte,” 
who appears to have been one of the Lagiti- 
mist neighbours of the Emperor in that 
vicinity of Compiogne forest, One anys that 
Napoleon's fascination for Mademoiselle de 
Montijo, who afterwards became the Em- 
press Kugente, dated from the time when 
that sprightly beauty gavehim a sharp 
horse-whipping, 
Mademoiselle de Mentijo and her mother to 
Compicgne, and showed them much atten 
tion at hunting parties. One evening. when 
the hunt came home late, Napoleon so en- 
raged the beauty that she caught up her 
riding-whip and gaveit to him over the 
head and ears. This soon brought abont an 
explanation, and in course of time came the 
famous letter in which Napoleon expressed 
his desire to haye Mademoiselle Eugenie to 
wife —a letter which the mother lost no time 
in making pablic, and which is now roligi- 
ously presen red in the archives of the fam-

C. R., of Uxbridge, who remarked

Education in France—Skobeloff on the

from £2,988 696 in 1877 to £4,690,402 in 
1882, while the extraordinary expenditure 
provided for by the law in 1880 for equipp- 
ing and endowing primary schools hes been 
between ejght and nine miljions during the 
rane period, The number of primary schools 
has increased during the five yesrs from 71,- 
547, to 75 535, the increase being chiefly in 
public and lay schools, The number of pu- 
pils in the public and free schools has risen 
from 4 716,935 in 1876 1877 to 5,341,211 in 
1881-1882, and of this latter total 4 350 256 
were students in the public schools, The 
progresa in public education has been entirely 
confined to the lay schools, which have garn- 
ed 584,968 student? since 1878, while the 
pable religious schools have lost 208,514. 

ut.in.the froe schools the reverse has hap- 
pened, tho religious ones having increased 
by 140,337 student, while the lay free schools 
have lost 44,667. The number of pupils in 
the infant schools has increased during the 
same period from 532,077 to 644 334,

atories of life,—the infinitesimal cella, — 
they Vdieorganizs these just as the yeast. 
Plants, multiplying to countless millions, 
disorganize every particle of the dough —or 
would do so, if not themselves killed by the 
heat of the oven, 

2, Remember that the best preservative 
agsinst them is high health, which either 
digests them in the stomach, or repela them 
from gaining a foothold, and eliminates 
them from the system. 

8. Remember that the next best p-e- 
servative against: infectious diseases 1s a 
fres and ‘strong’ circulations of pure air 
throughs the house from cellar to attic. 
The danger is when large numbera of 
bacteria gain admittance. There is elight 
Probability that a foothold will be guined 
by these invaders when their number is 
comparatively few. 

4, Remember that in our cities and large 
towns the sewers. constantly receiving the 
excreta of the sick, are never free trom in- 
fectious bacteria; that these readily piss 
up into dwellings through every open con- 
necting pipe ; that these pipes whould be 
kept c osea when not in use; and that they 
should in no case, enter a sleeping room, 
but only into a well-ventilated water-oloset. 

5. Remember that, in the country, 
wells are dangerous when they are within 
one hundred feet of a privy or cesspool. 

6. Remember that while boiling may 
purify infected water, mere filtering never 
renders it safe, 

7. That all water.closets, cesepools, otc,, 
should be frequently disinfected, copperas, 
(sulphate of iron) being a good and cheap 
disinfectant for the purpose, 

8. That a deodorizer is not necess arily o 
disinfectant, We moy kill a bad smell, 
and not kill the bacteria,

The city of Mexico, the scene of many p2- 
culiar crimes, is jast now agog over the per- 
formance ot a thief, which is generally ad- 
mitted to surpass anything on record.

Englishmen only tattoo flags, leaves or 
flowers, The French don’t do much, A 
flag, laid on flat, or a liberty-oap, 1s about 
their best. It is in the Sandwich Islands 
that the best artists are found, The Kanakas 
use indigo and cinnibar, all vegetable matter, 
A shark’s tooth or a fish-bone is used, They 
accomplish excellent results, The bone 1s 
set in a stick, and then the tension is put on 
the flesh with their feet, as they beat the 
picture in bit by bit. Snakes, fish, and 
alligators are their strong points, The Japa- 
nese and Chinese are experts after a fashion. 
Taney draw only Chinese or Japanese 
pictures, dnd generally put the name of 
the object under what they portray. Turks 
and Russians know absolutely nothing about 
it, though I’ve seen sailors of both nationali- 
ties who were tattocel. 

The sailors are the nomads of the profes- 
sion, Taney go from port to port, and seme 
of them are so well known that they have 
customers awaiting their arrival in nearly 
every harbor they enter, Spanish or Italian 
cities for instance, There is always a float- 
ing population in those seaports, and ‘*Jaok’’ 
gathera in a good many pesctas and silver 
scudi, Inthe East Indian ports, especially 
Bombay, he is in great demand among the 
Lascars and light-colored Hindoos, The 
latter are very partial to vermillion—which 
is red oxide of mercury, and therefore makes 
the flesh very sore, Often the ‘subject’ 
gets quite ill from its effects on the syetem, 
There are only two colors that can be work- 
ed into flesh—black and red.

4 Singular Sect intho Moorish Quartors 
of Alsziors, 


One evening during our atiy in Algiers, 
we wore informed that the dancing der- 
vishes, or aissaoui, as they are called, were 
to give a performanos, Accordingly that 
evening, having procured a guide, we pro 
ceeded to the place where the performance 
was to be given, driving through the narrow 
streets connecting the French with the 
Moorish quarter of the town, until they be- 
came s0 narrow and winding that it was im- 
possible to go farther. Here we left the 
carriages ina small square, where four flat 
stones imbedded in the ground marked the 
spot where prisoners were formerly behead- 
ed, and walked on through the narrow, 
dimly-lighted street, and on arriving at our 
destination were ushered into a large old 
Moorish house with its central open court, 
galleries, and communicating rooms, Oa 
two sides of this couré, which was lighted 
by flickering candles, are bench«s for spec- 
tators, while before them about fifty Arabs 
in their picturesque costumes were sitting 
cross legged, smoking and drinking coffee, 
In the centre of the court was a large square 
carpet, upon which was a brazier of barning 
charcoal, and behind it was a lighted candle 
about three fest in height, Behind these 
candles six musicians were seated, in the 
centro of whom was the master of ceremon- 
ies or high priest of the order, an intelligent 
sppearing Arab of perhaps 40 years of age.

London, as might be expected, with its 
population of 4,000,000, takes precedence of 
all other great cities in its list of publica- 
tions, which very nearly approaches 2,000 
These have an annual circulation of abuut 
1,017,000,000 copies. 

But while London shows a longer cata- 
logue than any other eity, Psris, with a po- 
pulation of less than 2 000,000, issues 1553 
periodicals, and these have an annual cir- 
culation of about 1,000,000,000 copies ; so 
that, in point of fact, the citizens of Paris 
are far more liberally supplied wita daily 
or weekly literary provender than their 
British neighbors, In fact itis estimated 
that the journalistic products of Paris 
amocnt annually to almost one-tenth of the 
issue of the entire press of the globe, 

New York and Brooklyn (which bear to 
one another scmewhat the same relation as 
Birkenhead to Liverpool) have a combined 
population nearly equal to that of Paris. 
They produce 587 publications, with an 
annual circulation of about 516 000,000 ; 
Berlin produces 536 ; Vienna, 483; Madrid, 
253 ; Rome, 211, showing a gradual diminu- 
tion till we reach St, Petersburgh, with a 
population of 601,969 and only 57 periodi- 
cals, The latter, however, are exceedingly 
varied, and offer something for all tastes— 
literary classes, medical students, horse- 
breeders, stock-rearers, musical societies, 
law, mathematics, horticulture, agriculture, 
the drama, commerce, satire, history, ec- 
clesiastical questions, science, and a very 
limited allowance of politics, 

I must not omit to notice one point of in- 
terest, suggested by the languages which 
chiefly predominate in this vast newspaper 
literature, Though there are comparatively 
few tongues which are not in some measure 
represented, we find that an enormous ma- 
jority are published in four languages. As 
a matter of course English heads the list, 
inasmuch as English speaking races have 

eopled North America and Australasia, 
‘he Gorman races rank second, the French 
third, and Spanish fourth ; but, inasmuch 
as the latter tongue is the lingua franca of 
Mexico and South America, it is probable 
that it will find a more extensive circulation 
in print as these nations advance, Mean- 
while, the proportion is as follows :—Eng- 
lish, 16 500 publications; German, 7,350 ; 
French, 3,850 ; Spanish, 1 600, 

Taking the nationality of the 34,000 
papers of the world we find that close upon 
32,000 are published in Evrope aud North 
America, leaving little over 2,000 for all the 
rest of the world! South America only 
issues a sufficient number to allow each of 
its inbabitants three newspapers a year— 
exhibiting the curious contrast in this, as in 
all else, between the great Northern and 
Southern Continents, 

The combined annual product of Asia and 
Africa amounts to 227,000,000, which, in 
proportion to the population, would allow 
one copy in ten years for each person, Of 
course the newspaper circulation of Africa 
is confined to the extreme north and south, 
with a very feeble commencement on the 
weat coast, In like mannor Asia has neither 
supply nor demand except in parts of Tur- 
key, Persia, Chinaand Japan, Not-a news. 
paper of any sorts is to be found in Arabia, 
Afghanistan, Beloochistan, or Turkestan. 

Strange, to say, China, that nation which 
of all others holds literature (that is to say, 
ite own dry-as-dust classics concerning a re- 
mote past) in highest honor, has so emall a 
thiret for news of the present day, that it 
produces fewer papers than any other na- 
tion with the smallest claim to civilization. 
The proporticn of newspapers to population 
is in the ratio of about one publication to 
2,000,000 inhabitants. The Chinese Empire 
produces only 22 periodicals, of which 12 
ure in Chinese, 9 in Bnglish, aad 1 in French, 
Even of this small number, the circulation 
iv extraordinary small, and, as a rule, a 
newspaper may be said to be a thing un- 
known to the 400,000,000 inhabitants of the

THE SEA SERPENT, 


In Canadian Wators—Passod off tho 
Gavspo Const on tho Way to 


Montreal, 
The much vexed sea serpent question is 
at last brought home to Canadicns by the 
appearance of one of these monstera off the 


Gaspe coast, The creature was secn from 
the steamship ‘‘Silkworth,” of Sunderland, 
which arrived at Montreal recently from 
Pictou, N. S., with a cargo of coal consign- 
edto Wm, Muir & Sons. A reported visit 
ed the vessel at her berth jn the new canal 
basin, and the chief officer, a gentleman of 
wide experience, very readily gave the pare 
ticulara of the appearance of the monster. 
He stated that the point where the crea 
ture had been sighted was abont midway 
between West Point, in Prince Edward Is- 
land, and Cape Gaspe, in the Provioce of 
Quebec, It was seen on Saturday morning 
between three and four o'clock. He was ia 
charge of the deck for the middle watch 
ond was pacing up and down the bridge 
when tho lookout on the forecastle called 
out “There's a 
QUEER LOOKING THING 
on the starboard beam.” He immediately 
looked.in the direction indicated, and saw 
something abont a quarter of a mile off. It 
wasa remarkably clear moontight night, 
and the sea wascalm, and he could easily 
seo what, in the momentary glance he took. 
looked like a sail. Without giving any par 
ticular attention to it, he thought it must 
be a vessel, but jokingly replied to the hail 
of the lookout that it was probably the sea 
serpent, He assured the reporter that pre- 
vious to this, he looked upon sea serpent 
yarns as the sheerest nonsense. “A second 
glance at the objrct, however, showed him 
that there was something remarkable about 
it, and thie prompted him to take up the 
night glasses, and he brought them to bear 
upon it, The result was ao perfect surprise 
to him, for there undeniably was the much 
doubted sea serpent, It rose 
BETWEEN TWENTY AND THIRTY FEET 
from the water at the least. It appeared to 
rise perpendicularly from the sea by a 
movement which resembled more the open- 
ing of atelescope thun anything else he 
could name, As it appeared above the 
water its body seemed to expand as if inflat- 
ed with the air, and the body tapered off 
from the surface of the water towards the 
head. At the water, as near as he coold 
judge, the diameter of the body must have 
been between three and four feet, The 
whole appearance of the creature was that 
of a huge conger eel, the head, which was 
an enormous size, resembling that of this 
species of fish in every particular, The head 
was the most prominent part of the creature 
and principally attracted his attention, The

Fortunately the 
creature rose to the surface again and was 
seen by Captain Read and the passengers, 
or .the serpent might have been set down as 
the fruit of the 1maginations of himself, the 
lookout andthe wheelman, As a matter of 
fact ‘he remarked that even with so many 
reliable witnesses as to the genuiness of the 
serpent he would not have believed in it, 
had he not seen it with his own 
eyes. He had, he said, given the 
matter serious consideration since see- 
ing the serpent, and he is now unable to ac- 
count for his previous scepticism on the 
subject of seaserpents, as it is easy te sup: 
pose that sea eels are capable of attaining a 
gigantic size, The serpent on the second 
cccasion of rising was about half a mile dis- 
tant from the ship and well within’ the 
range of the night gla:s. Jt rose ‘in the 
same quiet manner as before and was ex- 
posed to view altogether about three min- 
utes, Before sinking below the surface it 
opened its mouth to its fulleat extent, as if 
gulping in a supply of sir, and closiog its 
jaws gave vent to 
A LOUD BELLOW 
resembling both a dog's bark and the lowing 
of acow, The noise was one of the most 
horrifying things imaginable, and involun- 
tarily allcon the deck of the “Silkworth” 
trembled wheu they heard it. 

The lookout and the other members of 
the steamship’s crew who saw the creature 
corroborate the chief officer's statement in 
every particular, and the affair is regularly 
entered in the log. The lookout states that 
he first saw it when its head had risen 
above the surface, and his attention was di- 
rected to it as the only object in sight.

Mr, Hilaire Gay, a Genevan gentleman 
Has published a brochure in-which he relates 
his experiences of torture in pt:—*The 
s»cond time that I presented myself at the 
Prefectoro,” he writes, ‘*I was compelled 
to witness, much against my will, the pun- 
ishment of the bastinado inflicted on three 
unfortunate Arabs, and on several subse- 
quent occasions I had to undergo a similar 
crdeal, I hesitate to describe these horrors, 
which to us Europeans recall the darkest 
days of mediwval times; but it being 
duty as a faithful chronicler to eet forth the 
most striking facts that come under my ob- 
servation, I must ask my readers to over.

to the place ot torture, His Excellency, 
Osman Bay, is rested on the divan of alarge 
room of cold and sinister aspect, the floor 
covered with large slabs and lighted by high 
windows looking on the street.

Ia afew minutes we reach 
the first station, Napance Mills, where we 
icmain a few minutes while the engine 
hunts some cars of freight for the paper 
rills, again, and passing the Napanee 
lime Works, we catch from our pust of | 
observation, which is the platform of the 
rear car, some pretty views of the Napanee 
tiver which alters yery beautiful. New: 
burgh is distinctly announced by the brake 
man, and stepping otf the train we find 
«urselves admiring the handsome station 
louse with its airy and capacious waiting 
yoom, which, an unusual thing in Canada, 
las evidently been farranged with a view to 
the comfort of passengers. This we discover- 
ed to be the case all along the road, and in 
this respect the N. T. & Q. is certainly ex- 
celled by no line, The stations are ail 
painted a dark green with red roofs, and 
show evidence of taste on the part of the 
designer. In the Newburgh freight shed 
could be seen evidences of a large freight 
tratlic and we observe quantities of paper, 
the Pronnee of the Newburgh Mills, ready 
for shipment. The various paper mills will | 
furnisha large traffic for the road, as inaddi- 
tion to the carriage of their products, they 
iequire vast quantities of bass and other 
woods, which are brought overthe road from 
the back country. Time did not permit 
« close inspection of Newburgh, but it is 
prosperous and prettily situated. There 
cems however to be a lack of paint which | 
\letracts from the appearance of the village, | 
but we learn the opening of the line is al- 
ready making a change in all the villages, 
there being a general disposition to spruce | 
up in order to catch the favorable impres- | 
ion of visitors, Just beyond Newburgh 
we puss a section house, a charming little 
cottage with garden attached, commanding 
4 pretty view of the river. Happy must be 
the section boss who makes such a place 


is home. There isa heavy grade beyond 
Newburgh before reaching Thomson's 
Mills, a mile farther on, At Clarke's 


Mills which is situated in the midst of a 
tine country, men were busy finishing the 
station which is covered with an iron roof, 
‘The handsome brick residence of Mr, D.

head, requiring 15 inches of adam, and at

ege. This splendid water power will, no 
loubt, be further utilized, and these vil- 
lages are destined to become great manu- 
tucturing centres. Yarker is the seat of 
the extensive eatablisiments of Messrs 
Cenjamin & Co., and Connelly & Son, who 
carry on anu extensive business. There is 
ss yet no station at Yarker, there being 
some ditficulty about the site between it 
nd its rival Colebrooke, a short dis 
tance above Mr. James Fowler now 
takes our little party ou the locomotive to 
hive Wea quick run to Enterprise where it 
i4 hoped we will meet another engine, We 


whetted appetites we take our place, with 
our friend ‘Vangent and other railway men 
at the hospitable poard of ‘‘mine host” of 
the Wheeler House, and vainly endeavor to 
riyal their efforts in absorbing the good 
things before us. We arriye again at the 
station in time to meet the evening train 
from Napanee which arrived with a fair 
quota of passengers, Leaving Tamworth 
a: 7.40 p. m, we find ourselves after a pleas- 
ant run in Nananeeat 10.20 p. m. Lon is 
ii waiting and an hour’s drive brings us to 
Veseronto, having thus spent a busy and 
profitable afternoon, Our thanks are due 
to the Gen. Manager and Engineer for 
much valuable information, which at a fu- 
ture time we may communicate to our 
readers, We were more than pleased with 
the N. T, & Q. and the country through 
which it runs; are not surprised that it is 
already more than meeting the expectatious 
of the Company, and that with further ex- 
tension and connections it will prove a val- 
uable property and the means of opening 
up and developing a large trade with the 
back country.

Fall Fallowing. 


It is singular a farming process should 


be #o little “understood and practised, that 
is so thoroughly eflicient in ridding land of 
all pernicious weeds, aud which so pertectly 


fits it for the production of a preficablo 
aprivg crop, and cepociaily ia this true if 
the fall-fatlowing succeeds the cutting of 
the grass on meadow land, 

By fall-fallowing, I m-on plowing in July 
or August, and from that time forth keeping 
the surface so well cultivated as to kill all 
weeds that vegotate, and to keep bringing 
fresh seeds within vegotation distance of 
the surface, This, with the warm weathor 
and the ‘latter rains,” causes nearly all 
weed seeds within four or five inches of the 
surface to grow, and destroys the prodaeé. 

Few weeds ripen their seeds before tho 
proper haying time, and after they are cut 
off and removed in the hay, very few will 
make sufficient growth to blossom and man- 
ure seeds before the middle or last of 
August ; at or before which time the ground 
should be plowed, care being ‘taken to see 
that every green thing is turned under and 
covered with soil, Even though a seed be 

sufficiently matured so that if tte plant be 
cut and left to dry on the surface, it would 
germivato, by being covered together with 
the mass of succulent growth and tho roots, 
the fermentation that takes place will des- 


troy its vitality and cause it to decay with U 


the rest, 

In case of the summer-fallow,: we have to 
plow early and plow several times, besides 
the very many harrowings and cultivatings, 
takirg the wholo Summer and involying a 
loss of one crop and great labor ; but with 
the fall-fallow, we first get our hay crop and 
then plow only once, and have no more 
labor with harrow and cultivator than in 
the same length of time with the summer- 
fallow. No process can be so perfectly de- 
stractive to perennial weeds; by cutting 
the hay early, the weeds are cut before 
maturity, and most growth of top up to 
that time only serves to exhaust the vitality 
of the roots ; if then takon off, but feeble 
growth is afterwards made, and the subse-

§ Ants as Insect Destroyers. 


Farmers or gardeners, in their contest with 
insects, have not as yet called to their aid, 
as they should, other insécts and birds, the 
natural enemies of insect hordes, says the 
Sun, Too generally all insects are looked 
upon as enemies, although it is well known 
that meny kinds of insects are very benifi- 
cial in protecting fruits and grains from the 
ravages of other insects, be ants, al- 
though generally regarded as an unmitigat- 
ed nuisance, have been found, by careful 
obsetvation, to be useful in several ways, 
The canker-worms, which are a most de- 
structive pest to orchards in some sections, 
are sometimes destroyed in large numbers 
by them. The editor of the Boston Journal 
of Chemistry says that ants are great de- 
stroyers of canker-worms, and probably 
other worms or insects of the smaller vari 
eties, He watched with great interest the 
work of a large colony of b 
attacked the canker-worms on on elm tree 
in his.grounds a few weeks ago, and was 
delighted with the nature and 
their labors,

The Bencipal gateway at Allahabad is 
thickly studded with horseshoes of every 
size and make, There are hundreds of 
them nailed all over the great gates, doubt- 
lows the offerings of many a wayfarer who 
has long since finished bis earthly pilgrim- 
age. We could not find out what was the 
exact idea connected with this custom— 
probably much the same notion of luck as 
we attach to finding a horseshoe, espycially 
one with the old nails still in their places, 
Tt has been suggested, and apparently with 
some reason, that in ancient pagan times it 
may have been a recognized symbol in ser- 

ent worship, and hence may have arisen 
its common use against all manner of evil, 
The resemblance is obvious, more especially 
to that species of harmless snake which is 
rounded at hoth ends, so that head and tail 
are apparently just alike, The orcature 
moves backward or forward at pleasure, 
hence the old belief that it actually had 
two heads, and was indestructible, as even 
when cut into two 8 it was supposed 
that the divided heads would seek one on- 
other and reunite, It stands to reason that 
in a snake-worshiping community such a 
creature would be held in high reverence, 
Even in Scotland various snake like brace- 
lets and ornaments have been found, which 
seems to favor this theory, and at a yery 
early period both snakes and horseshoes 
seem to have been engravedas symbols on

Orchard Grass should prepare the land for 
the reception of the seed, which should be 
sown early in August, The land should be 
phovoughly well prepared, because this crop 
not only requires it, but well deserves it, 
remaining in the ground, as it does, for 20 
or 30 years, or even more, when well treat- 
ed by occasional top-dreasings. The soil 
should be made fine by repeated harrowings, 
The seed is vhen sown and cross-sown, half 
each way, to get an even sowing, and the 
ground is then lightly brush-harrowed, and 
then rolled, The rolling is especially need- 
ed if the weather is dry. From two to 
three bushels of seed—about 33 pounds— 
are sown perascre, As the seed is rather 
costly, it is well to sow an acre or two first, 
cut this the next year when it is ripe, and 
wave the seed. One acre will produce 
enough to sow 10 acres,

PHYSICIAN, 
Tho Romarkablo Mothods and Thoories 
of a Mongolian “ Dovil Doatroyor,” 

Wong Choo Fan, a Chinese doctor, arriv- 
od in Philadelphia with the intention of 
making that city his home, and ministering 
after his own peculiar fashion to the ail- 
ments of his countrymen, He was disap 
pointed to find the Cninese population so 
small and its health so good and will go to 
Now York, 

Wong Choo Fan is rather a diminutive 
specimen of the Mongolian race, being but 
five feot in height and rather delicately pro 
portioned, The doctor or ‘devil destroyer,” 
as he is known in the Flowery Kingdom, 
speaks very excellent English, and consent- 
ed, when questioned, to explain a few of his 
many odd methods for conquering disease, 
‘Every sickness,” he said, ‘tis caused.by a 
Nong 'L’sao—a ‘ disease doyil'—and it is the 
work of the doctor to find out where thd 
devil is and drive him out.

“Spasms or fits,” continued the Mongolia» 
disciple of A®iculapius, “come? from the 
‘earth devil,’ a creature that lives under the 
ground and sends a shock into the victim 
through his feet.

from gaining an entrance, A very small 
proportion of Chinamen die of consumption, 
because three hundred years ago it was dis- 
covered by T'sang Loo, a learned doctor, 
that people became afilicted with the disease 
by breathing through the mouth instead of 
the nose, There are millions and millions of 
imps flying in the air all the time—more in 
cold weather than in watm—and to your 
eyes they appear liké specks of dust, They 
cannot get through the nose because the 
hairs catch them and they die, but they go 
into the mouth where there are no hairs, and 
find a resting place in thelungs, In a short 
time the lungs are dug out and coughed up, 
The only cure is to lay the patient on his 
back and beat him on the chest with a 
switch until the imps are frightened and fly

Food Fishes of Lake Erie. 


In a paper read before the Buffalo Natural- 
ists’ Field Club it is stated that Lake Erie 
and the Niagara River furnish thirty-seven 
marketable yarieties of fish, But their 
numbers are becoming rapidly reduced in 
those waters, owing in great measure to 80 
many fish being taken when they are so full 
of ro, Some fish spawn late in the fall; the 
eastern salmon, salmon-trout, whitefish, 
brook-trout and lake-herring belong to this 
class, but’ the majority spawn in April, May 
or early June, Black bass choose a place 
for their spawn-beds where the water is 
shallow and the bottom is a sandy gravel, 
They leave their winter quarters in deep 
water a month or sit weeks previous to 
mpewning. The eggs hatch in trom one to 
two weeks, according to the temperature, 
Bass are very prolific, yielding fully one- 
fourth their weight of spawn. ‘The bass and 
the maskalonge are the recognized game- 
fish of the lakes, Whitefish do not take the 
bait readily, but are caught in gill nets, ahd 
can be taken in great numbers just at the 
time they are ready to spawn. They aver 
age three and a half nds in weight, 
though some are taken Weighing ton to eight- 
een pounds, Sturgeon average fifty pounds, 
but occasionally one is caught that weighs a 
hundrec pounds or over, Fish differ greatly 
in rapidity of growth, Some grow in one, 
two or,threo years to a definite size, and 
then growth seems to be arrested, Such 
fish are short-lived. Other kinds, which 
slowly and steadily inoreave in size, attain a 
great age. Pike have been known to be 
over a hundred years old.

St. Winifrod’s Well at Holywell, 


That many of our countrymen look on 
pop offered at special shrines as special- 


y ¢fficacious is evident from the number of | 


devout Welsh Roman Catholics of the upper 
class, who, on the 27th of July, 1882, went 
ona pilgrimage to St. Winifred's well at 
Holywell to offer prayers for the restoration 
to health of the infant son of the Duke of 
Norfolk. The pilgrimage was conducted by 
Very Rey. Canon Monaghan, and prayers 
were said at the chapel at Holywell, and 
also at St. Winifrei’s well itself. Of the 
many wells held in reverence by our ances: 
tors, none probably has more fully sustained 
its old reputation than this, which has given 
its name to the town of Holywell, Accord- 
ing to the legend its waters gushed up with- 
in the Church of St, Bueno, at the spot 


where the head of the holy t, 
Winifred reated, when, having been 
cut off by | Prince Caradoc, itrolled 


on until it entered the consecrated build- 
ing. This miraculous fouothin, of 
course, became a noted place of pilgrimage, 
William the Conquerer, Henry II., Edward 
I., and James II, were among the sovereigns 
who came here to seek parden for divers 
sins, and doughty,warriors were ofttimes to 
be seen standing for hours in the well, with 
only their heads above water, absorbed'ia 
fervant prayer and craving the intercession 
of St. Winifred, Of one brave knight it is 
recorded that in the earnestness of his de- 
votion he forgot all prudence and stayed in 
the chilling water till he was paralyled, 
His last audible words were “Sancta Wini- 
freda ora pro me,” after which he never 
more, Cold as the water is, it never freezs, 
and the flow is always the same, It is said 
to be the most copious spring in Britain, 
yielding twenty-one tons of water per m 
ute. ‘This well is the property of the Dal 
of Westminster, who, in 1876, granted \v 
the corporation of Holywell a lease of the 
well for one thousand yearsat arental of one 
sovereign perannum, A recent visitor to 
the well took note of some of the votive of- 
ferings which had been deposited by grate- 
ful patients, and which included thirty-nine 
crutches, six hand sticks, a pair of boots, 
and o hand-hearse,
